- RICHARDSON FAILS 
70 GET NEW TRIAL 


Judge Taylor Says There Is No 
Circumstance to Permit Him 
to Be Lenient. 








DEFENDANT IS PAYING CITY 





Grand and Trial Jurors and 300 
Others Ask Clemency—Sen- 
tencing Late in Term. 





The motion for a new trial for Allan 
F’. Richardson, former superintendent of 
the Industrial Scheol, who was found 
guilty Oct. 30 of grand larceny and sen- 
tenced to two years in the penitentiary, 
was overruled Monday by Judge Taylor 
of the Criminal Court. He alluded to 
petitions that had been sent to him for 
a parole for Richardson and declared 
positively that no parole would be 
granted. 

Among the petitioners are 11 members 
of the grand jury which indicted Rich- 
ardson, the twelfth member having died, 
and all the members of the jury that 
found him guilty and 300 other men and 
women. Thelr pleas are based ‘on the 
previous high standing of. Richardson 
and the service that the petitioners de- 
clare he gave in raising the Industrial 
School from a corrective institution to 
an educational one. 

Richardson appeared in court with his 
attorneys, C. P. Johnson and A. C. Ma- 
roney. Before Judge Taylor passed on 
the motion, Johnson announced that 
Richardson and city officials were at 
work on an itemized account of short- 
ages at the institution, and that as soon 
as this was completed the city’s claim 
against Richardson would be settled. 

Judge Taylor said he had received a 
number of petitions, but in overruling 
the motion for a new trial, he said: 
“You might advise your client that it 
will be useless for him to send any 
more petitions or friends to me. I have 
nothing to do with the settlement claims 
and will not extend leniency to this de- 
fendant. Persons who have petitioned 
for him are no doubt acting in good 
faith, but they do not realize the nature 
of the case. His offense was a heinous 
Hé.ateed high..in.the ceminuuity, 
lie was educated and well able tu judge 
between right and wrong. 

“There is not a single circumstance 
that would permit me conscientiously to 
parole him. When the case was called 
for trial he manifested no spirit of con- 
trition, but came into court with able 
counsel and fought the case to the end. 
He will be sentenced the latter part of 
this term. 

Richardson flushed under the Judge's 
remarks and as he left the court seemed 


downcast.

POOR TO BE FED, 
RICH MAN TO PAY 


Free coffee and rolls will be served, 
beginning Tuesday morning, as a dally 
breakfast for the homeless men who 
are being housed nightly in the base- 
ment of the old Four Courts Building. 
This announcement was made shortly 
before noon Monday by Chief Young, 
after he had received a telephone mes- 
sage from a philanthropic man, who did 
not wish his name made public. The 
man, who is known as wealthy and re- 
sponsible, asked the Chief to furnish the 
breakfasts at his expense, not only dur- 
ing the present extremely cold season, 
but for the rest of the winter. 
Young gladly accepted the commis- 
sion, though he believes the city should 
provide an appropriation for this pur- 
pose. 





Buying of Supplies. 
He at once notified Capt. Schwartz of 
Central District to buy the tin cups 
which would be needed for serving the 
coffee, and Schwartz ordered 300 cups. 
Negotiations were at once begun for the 
providing of the coffee and rolls. 
The Four Courts basement, with the 
Old holdover adjoining, can accommo- 
date, after a fashion, about 1000 men, 
The highest number of lodgers there in 
a night this winter has been 909 last 
Friday. Sunday night 900 slept there. 
The only sleeping places are the gran- 
itoid floor, on which the men are per- 
mitted to spread newspapers, and coats 
can be us as pillows. 
Reports from the police and the 
different charitable agencies Mon- 
day, before the offer of free break- 
fasts was received by Chief Young, 
Showed that more than 1200 men 
nightly are without money for lodg- 
ing and breakfast, and that more 
than 300 families are in need of fuel, 
bedding, clothing and food.

Discussion Deferred to Permit 
President to Do Missionary 
Work. 





WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—The situation 
of the general arbitration treaties in 
the Senate is daily improving. Al- 
though the necessary two-thirds vote is 
not yet in sight an fimpression prevails 
that it may be expected later. 
Discussion of the treaties has been 
deferred in the Senats until the Presi- 
dent has an opportunity to perform 
some missionary work. In the next 
three weeks he will seek to confer per- 
sonally with each Senator who has op- 
posed the treaties. 
The Senate itself slowly is swinging 
around into line. On the first presenta- 
tion of the treaties an overwhelming 
majority demanded such amendments 
as would destroy their usefulness. The 
Democrats almost unanimously opposed 
them on the ground that they would de- 
stroy the Monroe doctrine. ruin the im- 
migration laws, affect territorial in- 
tegrity and affect the indebtedness of 
individual states. So many points were 
involved that they declared it advisable 
to reject the treaties rather than seek 
to amend and perfect them. 

Senators Rayner and Williams were 
the only two Democrats known to favor 
the treaties. Senator Lea later joined 
this minority and was followed by Sen- 
ator Taylor. Others are expected to 
follow them when the debate begins. 
Senator Hitchcock, who made. the 
opening speech in opposition to the 
treaties, admitted he would support 
them if amended to meet his views. His 
proposed modifications go much further 
than is suggested by the Committee on 
Foreign Relations. 

After President Taft has had ample 
opportunity to argue the case with prej- 
udiced senators the debate will begin in 
earnest. It probably will be made the 
unfinished business of the Senate with- 
in two or three weeks. The discussion 
will be in open session.

“Poor girl! She has 
lost her voice. She is dumb.”” The ef- 
fect of this, says Dr. A. H. Sewing, 
resident physician, was to impress more 
firmly on her mind the delusion that 
her vocal organs had lost their power 
for good. 
Spenks in Whispers Only. 

It is hoped by her medical attendants 
that Miss Decker finally will decide that 
it is better to talk than to sit all day 
in the lonely room with no companions 
but books and newspapers. 

For more than three weeks Miss Deck- 
er has been unable to speak except in 
harsh or low and monotonous shrill 
whispers, and her affliction, diagnosed 
as “‘aphonia hysteria,”’ has attracted the 
attention of the entire hospital staff. 
Careful examination by a specialist 
rroved that her throat and vocal or- 
gans are not affected in any way, but 
all methods yet employed to dispell the 
hysteria have been of no avail. 

The physicians first tried the plan of 
having Miss Decker play with children 
at the hospital, in the hope that a mo- 
ment of enthusiasm would prompt her 
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The reception and drawing rooms were 
decorated with frosted holly sprays in- 
termingled with pink rose buds.

But in the 
confusion of the closing hours of a State con- 
vention, an innocent-appearing “unit” resolution 
is often passed. Its effect is to compel all mem- 
bers of the State’s delegation in the National con- 
vention to vote as a majority of the delegation 
may decide. The bosses see to it that a majority 
are organization supporters at the time the con- 
vention meets, if not before. 

Under the common law of the Republican party, 
the unit is the congressional district. A Repub- 
lican state convention chooses only the four dele- 
gates-at-large, and its instructions apply only to 
these four. The “unit rule,” accordingly, has no 


chosen at specially called district conventions. 
A bare majority of National convention delegates 
nominates the ticket.

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POLICE PROTECTION AND SECRET SERVICE 
The introduction°of the New York secret servy- 
ice system into the St. Louis Police Department 
need not be judged in advance of its results. If 
dividing and subdividing the “secret service” until 
it is supposed to pervade the city does not be- 
come an excuse for increasing its cost, at the 
expense of regular police work, the New York sys- 
tem may be no better and no worse in St. Louis 
than it is in New York, or in the European cities 
from which New York adapted it. 

“Secret service work” has its necessary uses, 
but they are a very small incident of the work of 
police protection for a great city. That comes 
from a regular and disciplined police force, work- 
ing openly, uncontrolled by criminals of the class 
which seeks to make it an agency of criminal con- 
trol in politics. 

St. Louis has material in both officers and men 
for a police force of that kind. When its man- 
agement is ready to account fully to the public 
for service due, with the least possible secrecy 
and the greatest possible publicity, ‘1e city will 
have the best possible system of pol. | protection.

Wife of Philadelphia Mayor Says 
Evil Is Seen Even in the 
Kitchen Water Pipes.

Mrs. Blankenburg, Here, Believes 
Women Must Have Ballot to. 


Wield an influence 





Housekeeping and homemaking is the 
greatest industry in the world, yet it 
gets fewer concessions from the world’s 
citizenship than almost any other indus- 
try, in the opinion of Mrs. Lucretia L. 
Blankenburg of Philadelphia, second 
vice-president of the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, who is in St. Louis 
to attend a meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors of that organization. Mrs. 
3lankenburg is the wife of Mayor Ru- 
dolph Blankenburg of Philadelphia, and 
for 16 years was state president of the 
Woman’s Suffrage Society of Pennsy!l- 
vania. 

‘‘More money is invested in homemak- 
ing and housekeeping than any other in- 
dustry, and it should be a ruling power 
among business industries for the bet- 
terment. of homes,” Mrs. Blankenburg 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Monday at 
Hotel Jefferson. ‘‘Homemaking should 
be considered as a trust, and the women 
should make it a trust to better home 
conditions. The women could then wield 
an immense power to break vicious 
trusts.”’ 

In the early days the industries were 
in the homes, according‘to Mrs. Blank- 
enburg, and when the industries left 
the hpmes politics crept in. 

Politics Even in the Water Pipes. 

“In these days politics leaks out of 
the water pipes, gas pipes, smoke, and 
almost everything in the home,’’ she 
said. ‘“‘Everything seems to be ruled by 
politics and the woman must struggle 
with politics in defense of her home life. 
She is now beginning to demand the 
right kind of politics. 

“The homemakers started the women’s 
club movement. The women’s clubs are 
now educating the women into good cit- 
izenship. They cannot take up civic 
work without becoming interested in 
work that makes valuable citizens. 

“This club movement has now grown 
to be the greatest the world has ever 
witnessed. -The women realize that in 
reforming the existing conditions they 
are handicapped because they cannot 
vote. In this way the club movement 
has been a great education for wom- 
an’s suffrage. Put the ballot in the 
hands of the women and their value as 
good citizens will be greatly enhanced.” 

Mrs. Blankenburg said that it takes 
a business administration, instead of a 
political administration, to do things in 
any city. 

“The more women can do to eliminate 
evil conditions, the better homemaker 
and mother she is. If she is given en- 
larged powers she will reform some of 
the politics that rules the water com- 
panies, gas companies, coal trusts and 
other influences of which she is re- 
minded every time she turns on a faucet 
or lights a light in her home.” 

Anti-Smoke Leader at Home. 
As chairman of the Committee of Af- 
filiated Organizations to prevent smoke 
iu Philadelphia, Mrs. Blankenburg has 
been a leader in the movement to de- 
crease the amount of smoke, through 
prosecution. 

Mrs. Blankenburg is one of 15 mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors of the 
women's general organization, of which 
Mrs. Philip N. Moore is president. She 
and Mrs: Josiah H. Cowles of Los An- 
geles, with Mrs. Moore, compose the 
Executive Committee.. 

The board will meet Tuesday at Hotel 
Jefferson to formulate the program for 
the biennial convention of the organiza- 
tion next June at San Irancisco. The 
session will last four days. The mem- 
bers will b&® entertained Friday at a 
luncheon given by the Wednesday Club. 
friday afternoon they will be guests at 
a coneert of the St. Louis Symphony 
Society at the Odeon.

Controversy about the need for a new 
pronoun started when a news dispatch 
from Chicago told how Miss Ella Flagg 
Young, Superintendent of Schools there, 
ha* recommended a form of third-per- 
son, singular-number personai pronoun 
which indicate both genders at once. 

The pronoun suggested by Miss Young 
is intended to replace the awkward 
forms “this or her,” ‘She or she” and 
“him or her.’’

Here Is an Example. 

Take for instance the sentence: ‘A 
passenger should remember that when 
he or she is about to board a pay-as- 
you-enter car he or she should have his 
or her fare in his or her hand. This will 
prevent inconvenience to him or her.’’ 

Using Miss Young's new pronoun this 
sentence would read: “A passenger 
should remember that when he’er is 
about to board a pay-as-you-enter car 
he’er should have his’er fare in his’er 
hand. ahts will prevent inconvenience 
to him’er.’ 

“I do not see the need of a new per- 
sonal pronoun,’ said Superintendent 
Blewett. “I think the best practice 
and the one which prevails is to use 
the masculine pronoun. That has been 
our practice here without reference to 
the accident of gender. For instance, 
in sending out instructions to principals 
we say that with reference to a cer- 
tain ruling or policy every principal will 
be expected to do-HIS duty. The form 
is the same whether the principal be a 
man or a woman. 

‘Similar forms are used in notices 
to puplis in the grammar and _ high 
schools. I think this is the best usage. 
Generically we are all men. 

“Only extremely thin-skinned persons 
might object to the masculine form, and 
exaggerated chivalry might suggest the 
use of the feminine form. 


Offers. a Suggestion. 

“In fact when women achieve their 
ambition to enter all the walks of life in 
competition with men the feminine form 
of pronoun may come into general use. 
I have received no verification of the 
statement that Miss Young has sug- 
gested a new pronoun. If the press 
dispatches are to be relied upon it will 
be noted that she does not give pre- 
cedence to the feminine form. For ‘he 
or she,’ Miss Young is represented as 
suggesting ‘he’er.’ Why not: ‘She’er,’ 
and why not ‘her’er’§ instead of 
‘him'er.’ ”
